American-type democracy may have 
many imperfections, and the extreme 
egalitarian theories that underlie some 
of their institutions may seem naif to 
a European eye, but can one doubt 
that its errors are mainly on the right 
side? 

Secondly, we have the American way 
of life, of which much fun is made, and 
yet I observe that many of the ingred- 
ients in that way-of-life, haha, are being 
incorporated into the life-patterns of 
older nations as soon as they can af- 
ford them. 

The American genius for labor-sav 
ing devices has transformed the homes 
of the world, and it is a matter for 
grim amusement that the Russian Ideal 
Home of today looks (to judge from 
their. propaganda photographs) like 
something. that might have won an 
award in Milwaukee in 1925. 


If you want to see the world of to 
morrow you have only to look at cer- 
tain parts of America today. If people 


detest America and Americans as’much ~ 
as they sometimes seem to do, why do 


they imitate thern so strenuously? 


Among the Chosen Few 


The Americans, it is well known, are 
illiterate, so that it is rather surprising 
to find Henry James, T. S. Eliot and 
Ezra Pound on the literary mandarins’ 
short-list for the best writers in English 
‘of the last 100 years.
